A party of four started from Or­ 
ange Oct. I, oil a pleasure trip; Mr. 
O. and son, in a 30-horse power ma­ 
chine, going to Kansas City, and Mr. 
and Mrs. c. C. Busstngrr in a five- 
passenger Ford to Garden City, Kan­ 
sas. 
Both machines were loaned to their 
full capacity, with a cam ping outfit, 
each consisting of a tent, 
bedding, 
camp stools, grub box, all necessary 
tools and machine repairs, and cloth­ 
ing for all kinds of weather and cir­ 
cumstances. 
After reaching the des­ 
ert we often carried extra gasoline!,! 
and from five to ten gallons of water, j1 
The second morning we started at j 
♦> o ’clock and at. ll o'clock w e hadj 
driven fifteen miles. 
Water in both I 
machines boiling and 
narks 
lame! 
from 
shoveling 
sand. 
The 
little 
Ford would walk right through when 
the big machine would have to be 
dug out; run its length, then shovel 
again. 
We left California at Blythe, cross­ 
ing the Colorado river on a cable fer­ 
ry, the third day out.

Coinage in 1913 
Almost $2,»>00.(WO more m oney was coined in the 
United S tates mint in Philadelphia during 1913 than 
during ,1912. 
There was a gen eral increase in the 
coinage of alm ost all metals, but m o st of the increase 
represents the m anufacture of tine new Buffalo nick­ 
els. 
In the annual report of John H. Landis, su p e rin ­ 
tendent, of the mint, it is show n that during 1913 
there were 160,067,826 pieces of money coined from 
all metals, amounting to $20,182,841. 
D uring 1912 
the coinage was 121,663,122 pieces and the money 
value $18,342,483. 
Last year there were $3,042,611 
worth of nickels struck, whil? in the y ear previous 
the nickels amounted to $1,3L1,835. 
No money was coined for foreign countries at 
the mint during last year, although in 1912 a large 
num ber of dimes were struck for Costa Rica and 
more than $500,000 in silver dollars w ere coined 
for San Salvador. 
The c o i n i n g of 1914 nickels. J hr only coinage thus 
far ordered by the Treasury D epartm ent for use in 
the United States, was begun Monday.

for the coinage of 
thousands of dollars for San Salvador, and this work 
is expected to he started in th e n ear future.

ponding period of 1912. 
All of these cattle cam e 
from Canada and Mexico except 447 head of pu re­ 
bred cattle, for breeding purposes, imported from 
Great Britain.

Regarding Returns for Income Tax 
During the p ast week the Treasury D epartm ent 
h as sent out forma and regulations to be followed In 
m aking returns of income subject to the new income 
lax. 
Every citizen of the United States, w hether 
residing at home or abroad, every person residing 
in the United State*, and every non-resident allen 
who has income from United States investm ents of 
$3000 or over, m u st m ake such return. 
These regulations provide that return must be in 
the hands of the Collector of Internal Revenue in 
the district where the payee lives or w here he bas 
his principal place of business, not later than March 
I, failure to observe tnis limit to be punished with 
tines ranging from $20 to $1000. 
Refusal or neglect to file returns, except in oast? 
of sickness or absence, will result In an addition Of 
fifty per cent to tho tax assessed, 
tn case of false 
o r fraudulent return IOO per cent will be added to 
th e tax assessed and any person required to make, 
render, sign or verify such return who m akes a 
false or fraudulent statem ent with intent to defeat 
o r evade the tax, will be guilty of a misdemeanor 
and subject to a fine of not more than $2000 or 
imprisonment for one year or both. 
An extension 
of thirty days from March I lh case of sickness or 
absence may be allowed by the proper collector, 
provided an application is m ade by the individual 
concerned. 
R eturns m ust be accompanied by oath 
o r affirmation. 
For 1913 the specific exem ptions will he $2600 or 
$3333.33 in the case of a m arried person, and in 
future years $3000 and $4000. 
W here the tax has 
been withheld on part of the income at the source, 
or where bart of the income conies as dividends 
upon stock of a corporation which is taxable under 
the corporation tax section of the law, the regula­ 
tions set forth that such income shall be deducted 
from the individual’s total income upon computing 
the amount on which he is taxable. 
T he law imposes a tax of one per cent and pro­ 
vides that individuals who have an income over 
$20,000 and not m ore than $50,000 shall pay an addi­ 
tional tax of one per cent on such am ount; on all 
over $50,OOO aud not over $75,000, two per cent; on 
ail over $75,000 and not over $100,000. three per 
cent; on all over $100,000 and not over $250,000, 
four lier cent; on all over $250,000 and not over 
$500,000, (ive per cent, and on all over $500,000, six 
lier cent. 
Expenses for medical attendance, store accounts, 
family supplies, wages of domestic servants, cost 
of bourd, room or house rent, shall not be deducted 
from gross income, and individuals who own their 
own residences cannot be deducted from the esti­ 
m ated value of the rent. 
The farm er is required to include in ’ais net in­ 
come all money from produce and animals sold for 
wool and hides of slaughtered animals, provided they 
are sold. 
He may deduct the sums actually paid 
tor the animals sold or slaughtered during the year, 
but the value of anim als raised shall not be deducted 
may deduct 
arm products, 
livestock, etc., and for repairs for the current year. 
The cost of tools or m achinery is deductable, but 
not to exceed in value those replaced. 
Persons receiving fees or emoluments for profes­ 
sional or other services, must include all actual 
.receipts for services during the year, together with 
all unpaid accounts, charges tor service or contin­ 
gent income for tile year, “ if good and collectable." 
Debts contracted within a current year may be 
deducted front gross income when found worthless, 
hut not before logit] proceedings have proved un- 
I availing. 
Debts contracted in previous years, whirl) 
^eventually prove worthless, may be deducted sub* 
I stam ially under the head of losses, when they are 
charged off. 
Amounts due or accrued to individual members 
of a partnership from net earnings shall he deducted 
in thp return of the individual, w hether distributed 
o r not, and United States pensions m ust be included 
as income. 
Estimated advance of real estate value 
is not required to be reported unless placed as an 
asset on the individual’s books. 
Costs of suit and 
o th er legal proceedings arising out of ordinary busi­ 
n e ss may be treated as expense and deducted from 
gross income of a business, 
In computing net in 
com e compensation of all officers and employees of 
a State or any political subdivision thereof shall be 
excluded, but not where paid by the United States.
